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Burney gets two life sentences

A jury in Coffee County Circuit 
Courn-Elba Division returned a 
guilty verdict in a double murder 
trial held on Wednesday, April 14. 

It took the jury, composed of 5 
women and 7 men, only 15 minutes 
to return the guilty verdict. 

Convicted on two counts of capi- 
tal murder was Willic Fred Burney, 
51, of Route | Jack, AL. 

Burney was arrested on February 
16 in connection with the shooting 
death of two young boys, Quentin 
Anderson Burney, 2, and Kerwin 
Donnell Horstead, 5. The 2-year-old 
was Burncy’s son and the 5-year-old 
was his step-son, 

The murder took place at the 
home of the boys’ grandmother, Eth- 
el Horstead, located on Roosevelt 
Drive in Elba. They, along with their 
mother, Cara Horstead Burney, had 
been living at the residence since the 
mother’s separation from Burney. 

During a pre-trial hearing in Cir- 
cuit Judge Gary McAliley’s cham- 
bers on Tuesday morning, April 13, 
Burney changed his plea from inno- 
cent to guilty. He also agreed that 
several facts in the case were true 
and it would not be necessary that 
they be proven in a court of law. 

Although Burney plead guilty w 
the two charges of intentionally mur- 
dering a child under the age of 14 
years, a capital offense, the case still 
had to be heard by a jury of his 
peers. 

According to Judge McAliley, Al- 
abama law does not allow a defen- 
dant charged with a capital offense 
to waive his or her right to a trial by 


McAliley said, “It is a_ safety 
valve which protects the defendant, 
his rights, and society. A jury has to 


hear the case.” 

Duce to the absence of one of Bur- 
ney's three defense attorneys, the 
trial was not able to begin until 
Wednesday morning (April 15). 

Defending Burney in the case 
were Mike Jared, Paul Young, and 
Joe Cassady, Jr. 

The trial began with the state call- 
ing the chief investigator with the 
12th Judicial District Attorney's Of- 
fice, Bruce De Vane, to the stand. 

De Vane read into the court record 
the stipulation to certain facts made 
by Burney in the pre-trial hearing in 
the judge’s chambers on Tuesday. 

A video tape of the crime scene 
was also shown to the jury. It 
showed the two youngsters lying on 
the floor facing one another near the 
doorway of a bedroom. 

Each of the boys had been shot 
twice in the back with a .38 caliber 
handgun, 

Other facts stipulated to in Bur- 
ney’s statement was that he did con- 
front his wife at her mother’s resi- 
dence in Elba and attempted to take 
her life. 

She cluded him and got a neigh- 
bor to take her to the Elba police sta- 
tion where she signed a complaint 
against him. 

According to Burney’s statement, 
it was after Mrs. Bumey left the 
scene, that he entered the grand- 
mother’s house and shot the two 
boys, killing them both. 

Burney fled the scene of the mur- 
der driving his wife’s Cadillac which 
he later burned. 

Shortly after the shooting, law en- 
forcement officers captured Burney 
at his residence in the Victoria Com- 
munity northeast of Elba. After set- 
ting fire to the car, he had hidden in 
a wooded area approximately 100 
yards from his home. 

Burney was transported to the

Coffee County Jail where he has 
been held without bond until his 
trial. 

A special session of the Coffee 
County grand jury - Elba Division 
indicted Burney on Thursday, March 
25, for two offenses of capital mur- 
der. Each of the offenses is punisha- 
ble by life in prison without parole 
or death by electrocution. 

After DeVane's testimony, Dis- 
trict Attorney Joel Folmar rested the 
state’s case. 

Having no evidence to place be- 
fore the jury, one of the defendant's 
attorneys, Mike Jared, rested the de- 
fense’s case. 

Closing remarks by both defense 
and state attorneys were brief. 

Young told jurors that Burney 
was sorry for what had happened, 

“Every night he closes his eyes, 
you know what he sees. Even every 
day Burney is awake, he will always 
remember what he did,” said Young. 

Young asked the members of the 
jury to forgive Bumey and do their 
duty under the law. 

District Attorney Folmar said, 
“This is a true tragedy. Burney may 
truly be sorry but he was not sorry 
until after the murders were commit- 
ted.” 

The complete trial lasted less than 
three hours. 

Shortly after noon, Judge McAIli- 
ley pronounced judgement upon 
Bumey. He was sentenced to two 
consecutive life prison terms for the 
double murder of the two young 
boys. 

The victims’ family had asked 
that the death penalty not be im- 
posed upon Burney. 

The state had agreed - with the 


‘family’s concurrence - to the life 


sentences with the stipulation that 
Bumey not appeal the case. 

Folmar said, “‘If he (Burney) does 
appeal or the verdict is set aside for 
any reason, we will seek the death 
penalty if it has to be retried.”

The Elba City School Board dis- 
cussed new and amended board pol- 
icies last Thursday evening. Being 
considered are policies to address 
concerns of administrators, teachers 
parents and students dealing with 
discipline and safety of all students. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
presented board members with al- 
ternates dealing with book bags and 
also with potential gang related ac- 
tivity. He explained the options on 
the list were those already adoptcd 
by other South Alabama schools. 

Pearce told board members he 
wasn't recommending adoption of 
any of the policy revisions at this 
time because he himself wasn’t con- 
fortable with the wording they con- 
tained, 

The board members were asked 
to study the suggestions, discuss 
them with others and be prepared to 
take action al a meeting in the near 
future. ‘ oe 

The proposed policy revisions 
and additions were as follows: _ 

I. Policy concerning 


book bags/ purses - 
(A) All book bags and purses 
must be made of see through 
material, Example: plastic, 
fishnet material. Female stu- 
dents will be allowed one 


small non-see through contain- 
er for hygiene supplies. 


or 

(B) No book bags allowed - 

Female purses must be sec 

through with one small non- 

see through container for hy- 
giene supplies. 

II. Policy concerning 
gang related symbols, par- 
aphernalia, or literature 

(A) Gang reiated symbols will 

not be allowed on campus. Ex- 

ample: boys earrings, red/blue 
bandanas, gang related lit- 

erature, flags representing vi- 


olent groups, any other sym- 
bols, graffiti, literature, or 
signs that are known to repre- 
sent such groups. 


or 

(B) No student will be allowed 

to wear clothing or accessories 

bearing logo’s, symbols, graf- 
fiti, other than Elba City 

Schools sponsored activities/ 

clubs. 

Pearce told board members he 
would like for some type of policy 
revision to be approved in time for 
students to be prepared for them be- 
ginning next September with the 
1993-94 school year. 


School board members approve one

The school calendar for the 1993- 
94 school year was approved by the 
school board last week. Submitting 
the calendar, Superintendent Charles 
Pearce pointed out to the board 
members that it included an addi- 
tional day of school.

Pearce explained that 
this is the first step in increasing the 
number of teaching days from 180 to 
185 per year. It will be done in steps 
over a five year period.

I was interested to know that so 
many people I met along the way 
shared my fears about the direc- 
tion of our nation. Time after time, 
I was asked whether or not the na- 
tional debt problem could be 
solved, and whether or not the pol- 
iuicians could really be trusted. 
One angry gentleman even asked 
me how to go about impeaching

As for the health care plan, I 
could give little details as many of 
us who are conservatives have 
been locked out of the discussions 
by the Administration.

Elba Water & Electric board hears proposal to increase 
reconnecting fee for pulled water & electric meters

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board heard a proposal last week to 
increase the charges for reconnecting 
pulled water and electric meters, Op- 
erations Officer Henry Clark told the 
board the present charges do not re- 
flect the actual cost of disconnecting 
utilities and then reconnecting them 
an hour later when the bills were 
paid. 

Presently the charge is $15 per re- 
connect and Clark suggested in- 
creasing this to $25. He reported that 
15 meters were pulled last month. 

The board members suggested a 
graduated charge to help the occa- 
sional late payer and graduating this 
amount to charge the habitual de- 
faulter the actual cost of the work. 
This will be discussed futher at the 
next meeting, 

Clark also recommend mailing a 
registered letter to two unnamed in- 


dustrial accounts which have fallen 
behind on their bill, The letter would 
give the firms until April 24 to pay 
the back bills or make some type of 
arrangements to correct the problem, 
This was approved by the board. 

The board heard a request from 
School Superintendent Charles 
Pearce for help in completing the 
lighting of the campus at the new 
school park, He requested $70,000 
and this was approved on a motion 
by member Earl McCollough. 

Pearce said he didn’t think it 
would cost that much, but wanted to 
be sure he had the necessary funds to 
do the job correctly, 

Electric Superintendent — Larry 
Galloway told board members he 
wanted to commend the electric em- 
ployees for their extra efforts during 
the “great storm.” He said they 
worked hard, did a good job and suc- 
ceeded in making the necessary re- 
pairs without getting anyone hurt. 

Water Superintendent Dennis 
Coleman reported the ongoing in- 


« 


spection of the fire plugs in the com 
munity was about half finished. Fol- 
lowing the completion of — the 
inspection a program will be set up 
to insure all plugs get the needed re- 
pairs. 

Coleman also reported that the 
tank at Well #3 has been cleaned and 
inspected, A report is due back soon 
and he expects this to show the tank 
needs painting. Coleman also re 
ported a request for a 6" water line 
and fire plug on Marilyn Street. He 
said this is the sine line required to 
pass the fire code, 

Board members also approved a 
program to begin an inspection of all 
power poles within the system, The 
first phase will cost $14,000 and will 
be the poles carrying electric power 
from substation #2. It is not known 
what the cost of replacing defective 
poles will be until the actual number 
of bad poles is determined. 

The board also approved payment 
of monthly bills totaling $30,000,

Dear Editor, 


In my last letter, I stated that | 
started to school in 1926, I should 
have added, "The same year that our 
beloved, Professor James C. Dixon 
came to Elba, to head the school sys- 
tem, for many, many years." 

For a long time nearly every fam- 
ily in Elba had at least one milk cow. 
It was almost a necessity. There 
were no dairies, no oleo, and very 
few dependable ways to get milk and 
butter. There were a few families 
that had a few cows and sold milk 
and butter and buttermilk. 

On the Troy Road, where Cook 
Chevrolet now is located, there was 
an area owned by Wiley Bullard. 
This was 5 or 6 feet lower than the 
road and known as Bullard's Mead- 


"ow. It encompassed several acres. 


Many people in the area milked their 
cows in the morning and paid a 
small fee to Mr. Bullard to take them 
to pasture for the day, They would 
go back in late afternoon and bring 
them home to milk and put them in 
the stall overnight. 

Nearly everyone raised chickens. 
We were fortunate enough to have a 
large lot spacious enough for cows 
and chickens. There was a barn with 
a chicken house attached. Mary Pat- 
ter and her son, George Patty, 
milked for the Bonneau's for many 
years. 

The only chickens that were not 
raised at home were kept in a coop 
behind the grocery stores. You had 
to buy them, take them home, kill 
and dress them. Before Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas you would locate 
some farmer that raise turkeys and 
engage one in advance. A week or so 
before the day to use them you 
brought them home and placed them 
in a fattening coop. 

The day before they were cooked, 
I would tie the turkey's feet with a 
rope and hang it up on a limb in the 


back yard, Take a real sharp knife 
and cut the head and run fast to keep 
blood from getting all over me. After 
they drained good they were ready to 
be plucked and dressed. 

In about 1946-47 the first milk 
began to be delivered from house to 
house in Elba. John N. Wallace, who 
married Alice Stephens and lived at 
Richburg, near New Brockton, start- 
ed the first dairy that came to Elba. 
By the way, the Wallace's were relat- 
ed to the Dorseys, Hayeses and Ste- 
phens of Elba. As a young lad, 
Charles P. Hayes III (Charlie) helped 
Alva Lee MclIntosh deliver milk. 
Glass bottled milk was all we had. A 
cardboard stopper that fit all sizes of 
bottles was used on top. He had reg- 
ular customers. You pul your quart 
and pint bottles out front every night 
and early the next morning your 
milk was delivered, If you wanted 
cream for whipping you placed a 
half pint bottle out, The amount of 
milk was delivered according to the 
bottles placed out. The first of the 
month a bill was left with the milk 
and you left the money in a bottle to 
be picked up the next morning. 

All soft drinks were in long, ice 
filled cases, the lids lifted up. All 
glass bottles and not coin operated, 
The older can reminisce and the 
young can learn,

Timing for planting peanuts is 
very important. The recommended 
planting dates are April 20 to May 
20 here in Coffee County. However, 
the best time to plant is when the soil 
temperature is at Icast 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit at four inches deep for 
four consecutive days and as long as 
there is also proper moisture in the 
soil and no forecast of cool, damp 
weather for the near future. In 1991 
by April 8 the soil temperature had 
been above 65 degrees for four con- 
secutive days. In 1992 that precise 
condition was met on April 13. It 
looks like that condition will be met 
a little later this year. As of April 14, 
the soil temperature at night is still 
below 65 degrees Fahrenheit. ~ 

In talking with Jim Bostick with 
the Alabama Crop Improvement As- 
sociation, he tells me that our peanut 
seed quality this year is some of the 
best he has ever seen. This will help 
tremendously in getling up a good 
stand of peanuts.

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City council makes appointments to school board and airport authority

The Elba City Council made three 
board appointments Monday eve- 
ning and all were made with unan- 
imous consent, 

Bob Roberson was reappointed to 
a second term on the Elba school 
board. He is presently serving as 
chairman of that board, Mayor Ricky 
Haywood told the council that Ro- 
berson had agreed to accept a second 
term. 

Also appointed to the school 
board was A. R. Williams. He was 
named to the unexpired term of Shir- 
ley Belcher, who submitted her res- 
ignation last week. 

Mike McGuire was named to the 
Airport Authority to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Joe 
Clark. 

The only discussion these board 
appointments created was discussion 
of a proposal by Council member 
Earl McCollough. He suggested the 
school board be appointed by dis- 
trict, with one member from each of 
the five districts, 


Haywood and the other council 
members agreed it was a good sug- 
gestion, Council member Bill Brun- 
son seemed to speak for the group 
when he said that in reality all 
boards should reflect the com- 
munity. However Haywood stressed 
the need to keep an experienced 
board member (Roberson) at this 
crucial time. The council members 
echoed this fecling and promised to 
consider McCollough’s proposal in 
the future. 

A six month review of the fi- 
nancial condition of the city was pre- 
sented to the council by Haywood. 
This report showed sales tax for the 
period is higher than expected, also 
the $123,608 received from South- 
East Alabama Gas District is up 
$15,000 over the past year. 

The budget report shows salaries 
are up in several departments, most 
noticeable in the street department 
and police department. 

Recreation expenses are higher 
than budgeted. This was due to the 
cost of replacement and additional 
uniforms. Council members were 
told the youth recreation program 


has the highest number of par- 
ticipants in the department's history. 
There are between 700 and 800 
youths in organized programs. 

Haywood pointed out to council 
members that expenses such as in- 
surance was now paid for the full 
year and this expense would be less 
than predicted for the year, 

McCollough urged all council 
members to visit Hawkins-Williams 
Park and see how many youths were 
involved with the various programs. 
He also noted the need for additional 
ball fields for area citizens to use. He 
said practice times are hard to sched- 
ule because of the greater participa- 
tion. 

He said, “We need to provide the 
necessary facilities to encourage 
these youngsters. It is far better to 
have them playing ball than out on 
the streets getting into trouble or get- 
ting hurt or killed in a car wreck,” 

At the request of council member 
Ronnie Jinright, the council changed 
an operating procedure adopted at 
their first meeting in October. Now a 
subject may be added to the agenda 
during a council meeting by a major-

A plank in county’s history donated 


Coffee County was created on 
December 29, 1841 from the western 
portion of Dale County. 

On January 23, 1845, the legisla- 
ture appointed commissioners to se- 
lect forty acres of land within one 
mile of the center of Coffee County 
for a permanent site of justice. 

A courthouse and jail were com- 
pleted in 1846 at Wellborn. 

The first county seat of Coffee 
County was named Wellborn after 
General William Wellborn who was 
one of the commanders in the Creek 
Indian War of 1836-37. 

The courthouse at Wellborn was 
destroyed by fire in March 1851. 
There was much opposition to re- 
building the courthouse. 

On the first Monday of August 
1852, an election was held to deter- 
mine the permanent location of the 
courthouse. Elba and Indigo Head 
(Clintonville) were the two towns 
considered. 

Elba received 491 votes and Indi- 
go Head received 433 votes. The 
courthouse was constructed at Elba 
and the Wellborn Courthouse was 
abandoned. 

James Monroe Somerset and his 
wife, Mary Edna, of Pike County 
filed a claim for homestead land in 
Coffee County. They received the 
claim located in Beat 14 in the Brad- 
shaw Community. The Bradshaw 
School was located in front of the 
present Mt. Gilead Baptist Church, 

The Somersets built a single-pen 
log house on the homestead. The 
house had a cypress shingle roof and 
A dirt floor which were both custo- 
mary for that period of time. 

Mr. Somerset later decided to put 
a floor in the cabin. He bought some 
of the lumber in the Coffee County 
Courthouse in nearby Wellborn. 

Edgar (Ed) Somerset and his 
wife, Ladie, operated a country store

in the Bradshaw Community, known 
as the Somerset-Farrow General 
Store. His brother-in-law, Ricky Far- 
row, shared in the ownership of the 
store. 

The store operated from the early 
1890's until the late 1920's. Also lo- 
cated in the store was the local U.S. 
Post Office known as Ladie, Ala- 
bama, named in honor of Ladie 
Smerset. The location of the store 
and Post Office was near the Henry 
Johnson homesite, later known as 
the David Davis homesite. 

Edgar and Ladie Somerset lived 
on the homestead and reared their 
two sons and three daughters. The 


daughters: Lottie marricd George 
Wise, Lena marricd Eugene G. 
Snow, and Edna married Walter Lee 
Young. The sons: Sterling married 
Joyce Flanagan and Emory married 
Nell Harrell. 

About 1925, Edgar and Ladie 
Somerset built a new home. The log 
house was used as a tenant house on 
the farm, It was later tom down 
about 1970, 

The flooring from the old log cab- 
in was stored in a barn, This is the 
lumber salvaged from the first Cof- 
fee County Courthouse at Wellborn, 
The donated plank is one of these 
pieces of preserved flooring,
